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BIMETALLIC COMMITTEE MEETS 


COMMITTEE OF HOUSE OF COM. | 


MONS DISCUSSES QUESTION. 


Will Watch International Negotiations 
and Be Ready To Co-operate 
in Them. 


London, May 13.—There was a meeting 
here today of the bimetallic parliamentary 
committee of the house of commons. 
Apart from the members of parliament, 
there were several prominent bimetallists 
and well-known labor leaders present. 

Sir William Henry Houlsworth, conserva- 
tive, who was the delegate of Great Brit- 
ain to the monetary eonference at Brussels 
in 1892, presided. He referred in his address 
upon the opening of the meeting, to the 
growth of bimetallic opinion in England 
and other countries and pointed to the fact 
that the special commissioners of the 
United States were now on their way to 
France to confer with the bimetallista of 
that country. 

The chairman also expressed his opinion 
in strong terms that the prospects of an 
early international agreement were never 
r.ore hopeful. 

The committee decided to closely watch 
the international negotiations and held it- 
self ready to actively co-operate in them.

REV. SJOBLOMA TELLS SITUATION 


IN UPPER CONGO, 
Commission Appointed Has Had No 
Effect—Iniquitous Rubber 
Traffic Continues. 


Lendon, May 13.—A representative of the 
Associated Press today had an interview 
with Rev. Mr. Sjobloma, of the American 
Baptist mission in the upper Congo, who 
has just returned to London. He said: 

“When I left in February, matters in the 
upper Congo were as bad as ever. The com- 
mission which the king of the Belgians 
appointed to inquire into the atrocities 
committed, the victims being natives, has 
had almost no result. 

“The officials are indisposed to act on 
missionary evidence and only a few cases 
of ._barbarity were punished. The iniqul- 
tious rubber traffic continues. When the 
natives are unable to obtain rubber, the 
state troops burn the villages, murder the 
natives and cut off their hands, which are 
afterwards smoked and sent to the state 
officials. Parts of the Equatorsville district 
are in a state of open warfare.”’ 

It is understood that the statements of 
the Rev. Sjobloma will be made the subject 
of a questicn in the house of commons.

CLAYTON CALLS ON PRES. DIAZ 


Arkanses Man Wore Full Uniform of 
United States Brigadier General. 
City of Mexico, May 13.—General Powell 

Clayton, the newlhy-appointed minister of 


the United States, officially presented his | 


crédentials to President Diaz today in the 
hall of the ambassadors. 

The state coaches, bearing the arms of 
the republic, were sent to the hotel where 
the minister is residing, for himself and 
family. On arriving at the palace, they 
found a large detail of army officers as- 
sembled to greet the party, while many 
prominent American residents were pres- 
ent. 

General Clayton was dressed in the full 
uniform of a brigadier general of the 
United States army and made a soldier-like 
appearance. His speech communicated as- 
surances of his desire to cultivate a closer 
bond with the government of Mexico and 
he assured President Diaz of the sympathy 
and good will of the American people. 

The president replied in a most cordial 
speech and the minister and family were 
taken back to their hotel in the state car- 
riages. 


PORTER REACHES PARIS 


American Ambassador Is Received by 
American Colony. 

Paris, May 13.—General Horace Porter, 
the American ambassador to France, ar- 
rived here today. He was received by 
prominent members of the American col- 
ony, among them General Winslow, with 
whom he will temporarily reside. 


HEAVY FAILURES IN BRAZIL 


Telegrams Show That Country in a 
Bad Condition Financially. 

New York, May 13.—A dispatch to The 
Herald from Buenos Ayres says: 

“The Herald’s correspondent in Rio Jan- 
eiro. Brazil, telegraphs that the failures 
of several big companies have been an- 
nounced and that business is paralyzed. 

“The government of Brazil-has been 
forced by the crisis to increase her duties 
by one-tenth and to levy a heavier tax on 
the postal and telegraph service. In addi- 
tion $7,000,000 has been saved to the gov- 
ernment by judicious trimming of national 
expenses,

HE SAYS THE AUTHORITIES WILL 
DEAL WITH FRANCHISES. 


Declares That the Corporations Will 
Receive Honest, Generous 
Treatment. 


Springfield, Ill, May 13.—Mayor Harri- 
son, of Chicago, has made the following 
statement concerning the action of the leg- 
islature in refusing to extend fifty years 
the franchise of the street raiJway com- 
panies: 

“The defeat of the Murphy bills leaves 
the extension of the Traction company’s 
franchises where it properly belongs—in 
the hands of the municipal authorities of 
Chicago. 

“In my opinion, speaking as an individu- 
al, the next step should be to bring the 
extension of franchises before the proper 
civic authorities, where, if they appear 
with clean hands, offering the municipality 
adequate compensation, the companies will 
receive just treatment. 

“Chicago is a fair city, an honest city, a 
generous city. Its people believe neither 
in destruction nor confiscation. Their de- 
sire is to build up, and not to tear down; 
to anchor, and not to cast adrift. We need 
the assistance of outside capital to help 
develop our industries, and outside capital 
will flow into our coffers only upon the 
guarantee of absolutely fair treatment. 
The steadying of the values of the Traction 
company’s stocks will bring stability to 
the value of all our locai stocks and bonds. 

“Our fight has been mainly for the prin- 
ciple of home rule. We have won the bat- 
tle. It now remains for us to prove our 
ability to protect the interests of the cliti- 
zens of Chicago, and at the same time ac- 
cord justice to the corporations.”’ 


GOTHAM BUCKET SHOP RAIDED 


STOCK EXCHANGE IS ANXIOUS TO 
PUT A STOP TO BUSINESS. 


Grand Jury Examines a Number of 
Witnesses and Indictments May 
Be Found Soon. 


New York, May 13.—The officers of the 
International Stock and Grain Company, at 
53 New street, were raided today by the 
police, who arrested the proprietors on 
warrants charging them with technical 
gambling, in running a bucket shop. 

The New York stock exchange is anxious 
to put a stop to the bucket shop business, 
and is desirous of furnishing the United 
States authorities information regarding 
recent shady transactions on the street. 

This is the outcome of the exposures fe- 
garding the operations of the E. 8. Dean 
Company. When the grand jury convened 
today a number of well-known brokers who 
had been summoned by the United States 
deputy marshals, appeared as witnesses. 

They were questioned concerning the so- 
called brokerage firms against which the 
postal authorities have recently issued 
fraud orders. Postoffice Inspector Jacobs, 
who has had charge of the secret investi- 
gations, was the principal witness against 
the bucket-shop keepers. 

It is probable that in the course of the 
next few days inditcments will be filed 
against them.

BLACKSHEAR HAS CURFEW LAW 


Ordinance Applies to All Ages, Colors, 
Sizes and Sexes. 

Savannah, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)—The 
town council of Blackshear, a short dis- 
tance down the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railroad, has passed a most unique 
and interesting ordinance, making it an 
offense for any citizen of any age, size, 
color or sex to be found on the streets after 
10 o’clock at night without a good excuse. 

When seen on the streets after that hour 
they will either be arrested or their names 
taken by the marshal, and they must ap- 
pear before the mayor the next morning 
and explain their appearance at that hour 
in a satisfactory manner or pay the custo- 
: mary fine. 

They call it the “curfew ordinance,” and 
it was. passed for the purpose of getting 
rid of a gang of loafers known as the 
“Brahma garg.”

FROGS SENT TO ICELAND. 


They Are Wanted To Destroy Mos- 
quitoes. 

There is a country which until recently 
was without frogs, and consequently the in- 
habitants suffered from mosquitoes more 
than those of New Jersey. ' 
Dr. Ehlers, whém the Danish govern- 
ment sent out in the summer of 1895, along 
with an English, a French and a German 
colleague, to study the causes of leprosy 
in Iceland, has written a series of very 
interesting articles about Iceland in one of 
the Danish papers, says The New York 
Journal: He says that in some partg of Ice- 
land, especially round the larger lakes, 
Thingvallavatn, Myvatn and Svinavatn, 
the mosquitoes and files have become so 
much of a plague that peopie living around 
Myvatn (Mosquito Water) are obliged, 
while working in the fields, to protect 
their hands and faces by gloves, veijs or 
masks. Iceland has neither reptiles nor 
toads to destroy these small tormentors. 
The English pliysician, therefore, devised 
& very clever plan, and his German col- 
league. and Dr. Ehlers carried it out, to 
import frogs to Iceland. The German took’ 
along with him a hundred vigorous frogs 
from Kopenick, and Dr. Ehlers took a 
supply of forty frogs, which he had cap- 
tured with great difficulty at Charlotten- 
lund, the summer residence of the crown 
prince of Denmark. While the frogs from 
Germany—in a packing case riddled with 
holes and lined with rushes, and drenched 
with fresh water several times a day— 
endured the long voyage capitally, thir- 
ty-eight of the Danish frogs died the very 
first night they spent on board of a con- 
tagious disease, the nature and cause of 
which baffled the understanding of the 
learned doctors, though it was pronounced 
by the first mate to be home-sicknegs. 

At any rate the froge were let loose on 
July 19, 199%, in a bog north of the hot 


land. the doctors. hoping that kind folks 
would introduce them later on to the 
mosquitoes and files at

PEOPLE TO NAME U.S. SENATOR 


FLORIDA LEGISLATURE ADOPTS A 
RESOLUTION MAKING CHANGE. 


Hereafter the Legislature in That 
State Will Be Bound by the 
Decision of Voters. 


Tallahassee, Fla., May 13.—The twenty- 
fourth ballot for United States senator 
was taken today. 

During the past week Judge George P. 
Raney’s vote has been gradually shrink- 
ing and his name was withdrawn from the 
list before the balloting began, The result 
was: 

Chipley, 47; Stockton, 41; Hocker, 9; 
Burford, 1; blank, 1; necessary to a choice, 
50. 
Chipley thus fell only three votes short 
of the number necessary to elect and his 
supporters are now more confident than 
at any time since the contest began that 
he will within a day or two pick up enough 
of the scattering members to win. Raney’s 
former support was divided today between 
Chipley, Stockton and Docker. 

A resolution was adopted declaring it 
to be the sense of the joint assembly that 
at the general election next preceding the 
next election of United Stats senator, the 
voters of the state should vote for senator 
and that the members of the legislature 
should be morally bound by the decision

The 
committee met again today and held a 
conference with representatives of the Wis- 
consin Central, Minneapolis and Omaha 
and the Great Western, urging them to be- 
come members of the association. None 
of the roads joined, and they gave various 
reasons for their refusals.

NOT DRILLED IN FIRE DOTY 


INVESTIGATION OF BURNING OF 
THE LEONA IS NOW ON. 


Inspectors Ascertain That the Crew 
Was a New One Almost to 
a Man. 


New York, May 13.—The focal board of 
United States steamboat inspectors exam- 
ined today into the fatal fire on the Mallory 
line steamship Leona last Sunday and de- 
veloped the fact that the crew was a new 
one almost to a man; that they had not 
all been given their stations in case of 
fire and had not been drilled for fire 
duty. 

This was shown on the evidence of Cap- 
tain James Wilder, of the Leona, who also 
said that the fire a few minutes after its 
discovery emitted such a blinding smoke 
that it was impossible to get near the 
steerage where thirteen people were suffo- 
cated and burned to death. He believed 
that the igniting of matches was the cause 
of the fire. 

First Officer Wallace testified that he 
did not give the alarm at the time cf the 
discovery of the fire, but ran 'p on the 
deck to notify the captain; that he then 
returned to the steerage and e1-deavored 
to arouse the passengers, but it was im- 
possible to save the immigrants, who were 
hemmed in by ‘the fire. 

All of the Leona’s passengers had been 
sent on to Galveston on Tuesday and the 
investigation was confined to the examina- 
tion of officers and members of the crew 
of the steamer.

On the contrary, it 
brought a greater crowd to town than 
has been here en any day during the 
trial. 

It was known that C. D. Hill, of Atlanta, 
and Hon. Tom Watson would both speak 
and there was not a man in the city whe 
was not anxious to hear the two men who 
have such reputations in criminal cases. 

As Judge Harris took his seat he inform- 
ed the crowd that he would not tolerate 
any demonstrations whatever at any stage 
of the trial. He instructed the officers to 
keep a close watch and to arrest and bring 
before him any one who made any noise 
whatever. 

Mr. Hill had the concluding speech for 
the state. He made a speech which carried 
many back to the days of the elder Hill, 
when his matchless eloquence chained them 
to the spot. Friends of both the prosecu- 
tion and defense alike wept at his match- 
less pathos and laughed at his sparkling 
wit and humor. Mr. Hill spoke for two 
hours and a half and men who have been 
attending court all their lives say it was 
the greatest speech they ever heard be- 
fore a jury. 

Colonel Watson had the conclusion for 
the defense, and to say that he used it for 
all it was worth to his client’s benefit is 
but to express it tamely. He never tired jn 
his work for his client and the magnificent 
presentat.on of his case this afternoon was 
the exponent of his labors. 

Judge Harris’s charge was clear, com- 
plete and masterful. He instructed the 
jury on murder in all its phases and in 
the different degrees of homicide and the 
punishment of each. 

Few such charges have ever been heard 
here and its completeness leaves little for 
the jury to learn. 

During the charge Cooper was an atten- 
tive listener. In fact, he showed more in- 
terest in the charge than he has shown 
in any feature of the trial.

AN INVESTIGATION 

: South Carolinian Demands Investigation 
of Bribery Charges. 

HIS WORDS ARE VERY WARM 


“Get at the Truth and Punish the 
Guilty or Shut Up,” He Says. 


WANT HAVEMEYER AND NOT CHAPMAN 


Senator Declares That Charges Made 
Should Be Proven or Shown To 
Be False by the Senate. 


Washington, May 13.—If Senator Tillman 
has his way there will be another investi- 
gation into the charges against speculat- 
ing senators. 

When the Chapman resolution was be- 
fore the senate today Tillman, with char- 
acteristic force and candor, declared that 
Chapman was not the issue, but that the 
senate should punish senators who specu- 
lated in stocks affected by legislation. 

He referred to newspaper charges that 
within the past few days a senator had 
speculated in sugar and had made $3,000 
in one day. The senator charged is Smith, 
of New Jersey, and the charge was made 
by Creelman in The New York Journal. 


Smith denies the charge. 

Tillman wants an investigation; he does 
not believe in making Chapman or any 
other man suffer for guilty senators, If 
he has his way there will be another in- 


vestigation. 

The resolution relative to bringing Mr. 
Chapman to the bar of the senate was 
taken up as soon as the routine business 
was out of the way. Mr. Allen said he 
desired to present some additional facts 


bearing on the subject. 

Mr. Allen said the senate should, in 
justice to itself, take this matter in hand 
and deal with it promptly. He could un- 
derstand, he said, the anxiety of Chap- 
man to shield those around him from the 
consequences of the sentence. 

“But, as the representative of scventy 
millions of people,” proceeded Mr. Allen, 
‘we cannot afford to permit Mr. Chapman, 
the representative of a powerful organi- 
gation which, it bas been charged, exer- 
cises great influence over this body, to go 
unwhipped.”’ 

The discussion assumed a tegal and tech- 
nical phase, Messrs. Faulkner of West 
Virginia, White of California, and Spooner 
of Wisconsin, arguing on the law applying 


to Chapman. 

Mr. Hoar moved to refer the resolution 
to the committee on privileges. and elec- 
tions. 

Mr. Daniel, democrat, of Virginia, pro- 
posed a modification of the resolution so 
that all reference to executive clemency 
be stricken out, leaving the resolution to re- 
quire Chapman to appear before the Sen- 
ate and purge himself of contempt. Mr. 
Pettus, democrat, of Alabama, argued that 
the {Investigation be opened afresh, re- 
quiring witnesses to appear and testify, 
instead of punishing them for past mis- 
deeds. 

Mr. Chandler, of New Hampshire, esked 
why, if a petition was being circulated in 
the senate for the pardon of Chapman and 
senators were being importuned to sign it, 
it was not proper to consider a resolution 
on the subject. Was it necessary, he 
asked, that a petition in remonstrance be 
prepared? : 

Tillman Takes a Hand. 

When Mr. Tillman, democrat, of South 
Carolina, attempted to question Mr. Chan- 
dier the latter suggested that the South 
Ce2rolina senator observe the rule of sitting 
down during the reply. 

“When you play ball, you always sfand 
up,”’ said Mr. Tillman amid laughter. 

Mr. Chandler went on to say that if there 
Were any senators who had engaged in 
speculation in sugar stock—which God for- 
bid is the case—then four years have ob- 
literated the evidence. The old investiga- 
tion had failed; the tree had fallen and it 
Ought to lie. It would be a preposterous 
proposition, he said, after the tribulations 
of the committee, of the courts and of the 
newspaper press, that Witness Chapman 
should be pardoned. 

Mr. Chandler said that he could not con- 
ceive that any executive should grant 
such a pardon. Mr. Tillman was then recog- 
nized for a speech, which caused a dis- 
tinct sensation on the floor and in the 
galleries. 

“It seems to me,” said Mr. Tillman, “that 
we are not after Chapman; the original in- 
vestigation was not intended to punish 
Chapman, but to discover whether any 
senator on this floor had been guilty of 
using his official position to make money 
by speculation in stocks which were in- 
fluenced by his action as a senator on the 
committee which reported the tariff bill. 

“Tt is not worth while to cover up this 
matter with badinage and flippancy. The 
senator from New Hampshire will excuse 
me. I do not intend any reflection upon his 

e, but it does appear to me that he 
treated it rather flippantly. 
“Another Sugar Stench,” Says Tillman 

*“There are today, in papers of this coun- 
try, charges floating about andbeing sent 
broadcast, signed by correspondents in the 

gallery, to the effect that last week, when 
the new tariff bill was reported with a 
change in the sugar schedule, three sena- 
tors had speculated in sugar stocks. 

“We have another stench on our hands 
and instead of it being differential in favor 
of the trust of a third of a cent, as that 
was, it is now two-thirds in favor of the 
trust. 

“There are two correspondents who 
have, over their own signatures, charged 
that senators have speculated within the 
last week and made money. Now, if you 

want to investigate, you have a new 
reason to investigate. If you intend to 
get at the true inwardness of the matter, 
to get at the truth and punish those who 
are guilty, say so and do so, or else hush. 
That is the whole sum anda substance of 
it. We do not want Chapman. We want 
Havemeyer. We want the man who 
who bought your men, if they were 
bought. / 

“That is what we are here for; and now 
let the senator who has moved to refer 
the matter an@ who loves the dignity of 
the senate 60 much as any other man, 
take the resolution to his committee and 
bring back a measure that will mean 
something. We will now make those men

At the Spanish Legation. 

At the Spanish legation the news of the 
developments at the capitol was received 
with composure. 

Of course the action of the committee 
could not openly be discussed without vio- 
lation of the strict etiquette that governs 
the diplomatic bedy in its relations to 
congress, but it was suggested that the 
fact that the entire attention of the sen- 
ate for months would be engrossed by the 
tariff bill might have determined the 
friends of the Cubans to endeavor to se- 
cure’some sort of action by congress be- 
fore the debate begins. 

It is not denied at the legation that suf- 
fering exists in Cuba, but such suffering, 
it was said, is almost always incident to 
war.

It 
was pointed out that Spain has granted 
permission to the Red Cross Society, 
through Miss Barton, to extend its goud 
offices to the destitute in Cuba, and more- 
over will not place any obstacles in the 
way cf any proper charity in the United 
States which has the same object in view. 

All that it asks is that the food supplies 
contributed for the relief of the destitute 
are not used to maintain the Cuban insur- 
rection in resistance to the Spanish govern- 
ment.

Americans Are Starving. 


The report, which were prepared by Sena- 
tors Davis and Foraker, confirms the news- 
paper reports as to the situation of affairs 
in the island and even goes farther in de- 
picting a deplorable situation than do most 
of the newspaper stories. 

Especial stress is laid upon the condition 
of American citizens in the island. Of these 
it is positively stated that there are hun- 
dreds in a straving condition and most 
wretchedly clothed. 

They are scattered in parts of the island 
and are shown no consideration whatever 
because of their American citizenship, They 
are not allowed to return to their planta- 
tions, even to pick berries or to secure thd 
least article of subsistence. They are un- 
der the Spanish army, but the army is with- 
out a commissariat. 

The report indicates that the Spanish 
army it not so strong now as it was a year 
ago, largely on account of the ravages of 
yellow fever and smallpox, while it indi- 
cates no diminution of the insurgent forces. 
The reports upon which the sub-commit-

He Gave Interesting Figures Showing

New York, May 13.—The thirty-first an- 
nual meeting of the national board of un- 
derwriters was: held here tceday. President

members for 1896 were $11,€03,124, and their 
losses $60,541,062. The list of the joint stock 
fire insuranee companies failed or retired 
since 1860 now number 827 companies, with 
capital amounting to $117,312,633 and assets 
aggregating $191,878,452 of the mutuals and 
other classes of companies no record has 
been kept. 

The report of the committee on incendiary 
and arscn was presented by G. A. Vanalen, 
chairman. 

It stated that during the year 265 rewards 
were offered, amounting to $81,150. Since 
the fund was subscribed in 1873 rewards 
have been offered amounting to $1,343,350, 
and fifteen rewards were paid during the 
year, amounting to $5,350. The sentences 
averaged nine years. 

Since the establishment of the fund 208 
rewards have been paid, amounting to 
$62,169, and resulting in 296. convictions. 
The report commends the suggestion made 
by G. W. Postieman, of Cincinnati, that to 
every policy there has attached a warning 
ealling attention to the heavy punishment 
for incendiarism. 

The report of the committee on legislation 
and taxes reviewed the fire insurance legis- 
lation for the past year. The members of 
the board participated in a banquet at Del- 
monicos tonight. Among those who re- 
sponded to toasts were Colonel R. B. Beath, 
of Philadelphia; John Tenny, of Philadel- 
phia; W. C. Douval, Washington, and 8S.

CHIEFS OF POLICE ADJOURN. 


They Adopt Resolution Condemning 
Parole of Certain Prisoners. 
Pittsburg, Pa., May 13.—When the third 
session of the National Association of 
Chiefs of Police of the United States and 
Canada was called to order this morning, 
Colonel Rea, of the western penitentiary, 
was introduced and with the assistance of 
George Portrous, of Chicago, illustrated 

the workings of the Bertillon system. 

Following this the board of governors 
were instructed to confer with the govern- 
ment Officials at Washington in regard to 
the establishment -of a permanent and 
central headquarters for the Bertillon sys- 
tem and the scale of assessments was 
changed as follows: Cities with populatton 
Of 50,000 to 100,000, $50; 100,000 to 200,000, $75; 
over 200,000, $100. 

The resolution passed at Atlanta last 
year making Washington the permanent 
headquarters for the bureau of identifica- 
tion was rescinded, and Chicago substituted 
on account of its central location. 

Chief Dietsch then presented a resolution, 
which was adopted, condemning the parole 
of prisoners convicted of the higher crimes 
of felony, such as murder, burglary, high- 
way robbery, criminal assault and arson. 

After an interesting paper on extra:lition 
by Chief Sherwood, of Ottawa, Can., the 
convention adjourned to meet iu Milwaukee 
next year.

Denver, Col, May 13—The Colorado 
Equal Soffrage Association and the Civic 
Federation of Denver, make the following 


suffrage in Colorado: 


Seatac enciation ani of the Civi A 
nver, hav atten- 
tion called me ee Se 
reports of some eastern journals eoncern- 
ing the results of impartial auitrage in 
_Our state, are impelled to issue rief 
answering statement. Self-assertion. being 
as unbecoming in associationg as in indl- 
viduals, we should accept in silence as the 
inevitable due of innovators, the persecu- 
tion of prejudiced critics, did their hostili- 
ty affect ourselves alone. But when false 
Statements are made the weapons with 
which to deal with the liberty of women in 
other states, a measure of authoritative 
Self-assertion becomes necessary. We do 
not claim that phenomenal good has been 
caused by the vote of women. We do claim 
that the women of Colorado have a vital 
part in the movement that is everywhere 
seeking a better social organization, The 
successful outcome of the late municipal 
election in Denver, occurring as it did, 
three years after our enfranchisement, was 
the first triumph of an organized effort 
made by women to influence conventions 
and to carry an election. This success is 
considered an earnest of future achigve- 
ment through women’s ballot in the irter- 
ests of reform. 

‘‘Never before, as since the establishment 
of an imperial suffrage in our state has 
there been such concentrated effort in be- 
half of reform legislation. Bills relating to 
‘civil service,’ ‘local option,’ ‘indeterminate 
sentence,’. a ‘new primary law,’ and ‘im- 
proved election laws’ were proposed and 
indorsed by organizations of women. The 
first legislature of the new order passed a 
bill giving the wife equal rights with her 
husband in the possession of their children 
and the bill raising to eighteen years the 
age of legal protection for girls. 

“In our present house of representatives 
the effort toward practical economic re- 
form is illustrated in the careful work of 
the printing committee, which, under the 
chairmanship of Mrs. Conine, is found to 
have cost the state $2,000 less during the 
session lately adjourned than ever before, 
In the efficiency of Mrs. Peavey’s adminis- 
trotion of the offices of state superintend- 
ent of pubfie instruction, commissioner of 
school lands and state librarian, fine testi- 
mony is given by the German element of 
our population which is usually opposed 
to the recognition of women as citizens of 
the commonwealth. 

“The Denver Herald, a journal published 
in the German tongue, says in one of its 
January issues: 

“Mrs. Peavey showed a zeal in perform- 
ing her official duties hitherto unknown in 
State-officials. Of unimpeachable devotion 
to duty and great integrity, inspired and 
upheld by firmness and uprightness of 
character, she not only tended to the duty 
of overseeing the work in schools, but see 
that the business of the boards to which 
She belonged had been ‘handled In the 
proper manner. She was obliged to call 
the: male members of the board to book 
when they wished to lay.on the table meas- 
ures demanding much time and attention, 
while in her school lands commission work 
she prevented many a bad swindle by her 
energetic investigation and always pro- 
tected the poorer people against the greed 
of the more powerful. 

““*Our readers know that we have never 
been in favor of women in polities and are 
not today; nevertheless, if the women of 
the state can put such officers in the field 
as Mrs, Peavey, to whom we can point 
as an example of immovable official! in- 
tegrity, then women would be the most 
welcome comrades in the fight against cor- 
ruption that disgraces our repubtic.’ 

“If the absurd and unfounded comments 
of the eastern press in regard to the lia- 
bility of the Colorado women to the re- 
quirements of military services and ru- 
mors of unwomanly violence of temper in 
important state councils has been worthy 
of notice, it may be answered that the 
women of the Centennial State are as sure- 
ly exempt from military authority as the 
women living under the contrel of the 
states which still deny to them €he gentle 
but effective weapon of the ballot. 

Three years ago only three Colorado 
cities prohibited the gale of intoxicants. 
Now ‘twenty-seven municipalities refuse 
to grant license for their sale. An in- 
teresting fact has lately heen noted in 
regard to the relative dignitv of the two 
houses of the legislature. The lower house 
Outranks the senate in the serious deco- 
rum of legislative deliberation. The few 
wamen who sit 4s members in the repre- 
sentative hail of our beautiful Colorado 
capitol seem, unconsciously, to impose 
upon its proceedings a greater regard for 
the amenities of speech and conduct than 
is observed in 'the upper house. where there 
are yet no women to be cons'‘dered.

REASONABLE RATES. 


Chairman of the Convention of Com- 
missioners Defines Them. 

In openfnge the session of the National 
Association of’ Railroad Commissioners at 
St. Louis the other day, Chairman Brown 
spoke of what constitutes reasonable rates. 
Mr. Brown is superintendent of the bureau 
of railroads of the state of Pennsylvania. 
His views are of especial interest when it 
is remembered that he is a railway com- 
missioner and was addressing railway com- 
missioners from many states. In the course 
of his address he said: 

“On the question of rates it has been said 
by some that the life of commerce depends 
upon low rates of transportation. To those 
who still clamor for lower rates on the 
commodities and the productions of our 


people than those now existing, a reason-* 


able rate seems to be a synonym for lower 
rates, forgetting that there are two sides 
to be considered in arriving at what in 
equity can be denominated as reasonable. 
Congress, legislatures, boards of trade, 
ought to be able to discover that a reason- 
ab'e rate does not mean that commerce 
shall be transported at so low a rate as to 
result in loss to the common carrier and 
finally end in bankruptcy. In other words, 
a reasonable rate is one that will yield a 
just incame for the service rendered by the 
carrier, taking into consideration necessary 
capitalizatnon, expenses of operation and 
maintenance. 

“Probably the surest way to arrive at 
equity in establishing a rate is through the 
line of extended experience and the con- 
servative exercise of sound and intelligent 
discretion through proper officials.’’ 

Upon the question of constructing new 
parallel competing lines he favored a policy 
of restriction. In the state. of New York, 
he said, and perhaps in other states, the 
railroad commissioners have the right to 
pass upon the propriety of building parallel 
roads and are authorized to pass upon the 
question of the necessity for such con- 
struction or the propriety of the same. 
This is a wise provision, for in many por- 
tions of the United States parallel lines 
have been constructed where there was no 
demand for them, and where such addi- 
tional construction has been barren of 
financial return and impaired the invest- 
ment in the first enterprise, while the public 
has derived no benefit whatever.

NEW RAILROAD BILL. 


Senator Harris Wants Some Interstate 
Commerce Commissioners. 

The bill which Senator Harris of Kansas 
has introduced in congress to regulate in- 
terstate commerce provides for a court of 
seven railway commissioners. It is pro- 
vided that they are to have exclusive juris- 
diction of all matters arising under the bill 
and to have concurrent jurisdiction with 
other United States courts in all cases of 
negligence. The jurisdiction is to be crim- 
inal as well as civil. 

The bill applies to express and telegraph 
companies as well as to transportation com- 
panies. The court is to sit en banc at 
Washington and is to be divided into seven 
districts, each to be presided over by a 
member of the court. Appeals to the c'reult 
court of the United States are provided for. 
The bill prohibits pooling except under the 
following conditions: 

“Every such contract shall be in writing 
and filed with the court for its approval, 
and also a full and complete schedule of the 
rates and charges, together with the classi- 
fication of all goods, commodities or mer- 
chandise which shall be inforced, charged 
or used in the business of such common cCar- 
riers, shall be in like manner submitted to 
the court and shall be approved by said 
court to be just and reasonable; and there- 
upon such contracts, etc., and such schedule 
shall become lawful and enforceable be- 
tween the parties thereto and as to the pub- 
lic at the expiration of twenty days from 
the approval thereof, to be entered on rec- 
ord; and it shall be the duty of the sald 
court to make an order of disapproval 
whenever, upon investication and consid- 
eration, it shall be of opinion that the op- 
eration of any such contract would by rea- 
son of its provisions, or want of necessary 
restrictions and limitations, result in un- 
reasonable, rates, improper classification, 
unjust discrimination, insufficient service to 
the public, or otherwise contravene any of 
the provisions of this act.’”’

Rain Damages Railroads and Washes 
Away Garden Crops. 
Knoxville, Tenn., May 13.—(Spectal.)—The 
rain in this city last night seemed to be 
almost a cloudburst. As a result today 
the creeks flowing through the city and 
emptying into the Tennessee river have 
abandoned their regular channels.

TOO MUCH HOSTILITY. 


Veteran Official Says That He Would 
Not Own Railroad Stock. 


“I have served railroads for over fifty 
years,’’ said Mr. James Chariton, in a re- 
cent argument before the senate and house 
railroad committees of the Illinois legisla- 
‘“T Ao not own one share of railroad 
stock, and, tomorrow, if-I were a millign- 
aire several times over, I would not invest 
one dollar in railroad stock. I would put it 
into farms or other real estate which leg- 
islation and public prejudice have not as 
yet attacked.” : 

Mr. Chariton is general passenger agent 
of the Chicago and Alton Railroad Com-: 
pany. His argument against a two-cent-a- 
mile rate has been published. It is a strong 
presentation of the reasons against reduc- 
ing the passenger rate from 3 to 2 cents a 
mile. Mr. Charlton spoke of investments in 
farms, stores and factories and asked if 
farmers, merehants or manufacturers 
would admit that the government had any 
right to say what interest they should 
make in their business. He knew they 
could not, and then he asked why the gov- 
ernment, state or national, should under- 
talkie to say that the railroads must not 
make more than 2 per cent, when other 
lines of business were permitted to make all 
they could. 


NOT TO BE FROZEN OUT. 


Atiantic and Pacific Junior Security 
Holders Fight for Their Rights, 
St. Louis, Mo., May 13.—A committee of 
stockholders and income bondholders of the 
Atlantic and Pacific railroad has com- 
menced proceedings against the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad Company, 
the reorganization committee of that road, 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Company, 
the St. Louis and San Francisco Railroad 
Company, the Union Trust Company, the 
Mercantilco Trust Company, the Central 
Trust Company and the Boston Safe De- 
posit and Trust Company. The petitioners 
attack the validity of the sale of the west- 
ern division of the Atlantic and Pacific to 
the Atchison. This section extends from 

albuquerque to Mojave. 

It is sought to have the property so ac- 
quired by the Atchison company held in 
trust for the benefit of the Atlantic and 
Pacific income bondholders, whose liens 
upon the property and income the Atchison 
company attempted to foreclose. The posi- 
tion of the complainants is that the Atch- 
ison company cannot deprive them of their 
rights as creditors, inasmuch as all other se- 
curity holders of the old Atchison company 
are practically reinstated in the new Atch- 
ison company in the same position and with 
the same authorities and that the commit- 
tee representing the bondholders of the At- 
lantic and Pacific as creditors cannot be so 
ignored as to have the benefit of their Hens 
transferred to other creditors and stock- 
holders of the Atchison company at their 
expense. The hill filed asked for an ac- 
counting and for an injunction against the 
disposition of securities of the Atlantic and 
Pacific company by its nominal new own- 
ers.

Three Plaintiffs Claim $10,000 Bach of 
the Southern Railway. 
WERE HURT AT SCOTLAND 


Macon Druggist Has Investigated the 
Extent of Opium Poisons, 


SEVERAL CHANGES AT THE HOTEL LANIER 


Jury in the Case of Percy Smith 
Against the Railroad. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)}—-Next Mon- 
day, May 17th, there will be called in the 
United States court in this city one of the 
most sensational damage suits ever tried 
in this part of the country. 

It will be the celebrated cases of Roland 
Reed and those connected with his com- 
pany, who were the victims of a wreck on 
that road last year. 

The troupe was on its way from Atlanta 
to Savannah, when the train ran off the 
track at Scotland, a emalj station in Dodge 
county, just below Eastman, and Roland 
Reed, Miss Isadore Rush, his leading lady, 
and Mrs. Myers claimed to be more or less 
injured. 

After the accident the troupe returned to 
Atlanta, missing engagements at Jackson- 
ville, Fla.; New Orleans, La., and other 
points and they claim presumptive as well 
as actual damages because of missing their 
engagements at those cities. 

The train was badly wrecked and a num- 
ber of persons were hurt, but all the cases 
were settled except those of Roland Reed 
himself and the two parties mentioned 
above. 

They brought suit each for $10,000 and the 
cases will be tried in federal court next 
week. The results will be looked for with 
much interest. 

Investigating Poison Trade.

He 
arrived there on a freight train and when 
he went to leave he walked in front of a 
passenger train and was knocked from the 
track by the cross beam in front of the 
pilot. He claimed negligence on the part 
of the train crew, but the brakeman swore 
that the whistle was blown, the bell rung 
and every precaution taken to warn Smith 
of the approach of the train. He tebtified 
that he, the brakeman, even called to 
Smith to get out of the way just before he 
was struck.

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BICYCLE MEASURE 
WAS SIDETRACKED 


Action on .Culberson’s Ordinance Was 
Postponed by Committee. 


AN OLD LAW WAS UNEARTHED 


The Act Has Been in Effect Some Time 
but Never Enforced.

COVERS POINTS OF THE LAST ORDINANCE 


Mr. Culberson Seems To Be Satisfied 
and His Measure Is Probably 
Killed—Details of Meeting. 


The ordinance committee of the city 
council took up Councilman Culberson's 
famous bicycle ordinance yesterday morn- 
ing, and after a discussion of some minutes 


an old ordinance, passed yéars ago, which 
covers about the same points, but which 
has never been enforced. 

Councilman Culberson, whose name is 
written on the heart of every cycler in At- 
lanta, was present, and made an earnest 
appeal for the passage of his ordinance. 

The sentiment of the committee seemed 
to be averse to the passage of the meas- 
ure. If the old ordinance had not been 
unearthed an adverse report would have 


probably been made. 

Action was postponed, therefore, until 
Judge Anderson, the city attorney, could 
ascertain whether the old ordinance had 
ever been repealed. Mr. Weissenger, the 
private secretary of the mayor, carefully 
searched the records yesterday afternoon, 
but could find only one section that had 
been répealed, that requiring lanterns on 
the streets at night. 

The Old Ordinance. 

The old ordinance, which was adopted 
several years ago, but which has been ap- 
parently ignored ever since, is as follows: 

“Be it Ordained by the Mayor and Gen- 
eral Council, That all persons riding bicy- 
cles are required to have gongs or beils 
on their machines, and they are required 
when approaching street crossings to ring 
said belis or gongs so that sufficient warn- 
ing may be given to persons of their pres- 


ce. 
oe Be it further ordained, That it shall be 
unlawful for any person riding a bicycie 
in the city of Atlanta to make a greater 
rate of speed than six miles an hour with- 
in the fire limits without the permission 
of the mayor and general council, and ten 
miles an hour outside the fire limits. Any 
person violating this ordinance shall be, on 
conviction thereof, fined not exceeding 
$100 or imprisonment not exceeding thirty 
days, either or both, in the discretion of 


the court. 
“Re it further ordained, That it shall be 


unlawful for any person riding a bicycle 
in the city of Atlanta to run between 
street cars when passing each other, or to 
run in front of a moving car, within less 
than fifty feet of the car, whether for the 
purpose of crossing the track or of using 
the portion of the street between the rails, 

“Be it further ordained, That in all cases 
of injuries to persons on the streets, re- 
sulting from collision between the person 
so injured and a bicycle, presumption shall 
be that such injury was the result of negli- 
gence or of a violation of this ordinance 
on the part of the rider of the bicycle, 
which presumption may be rebutted by 
evidence.” 


Mr. Culberson Is Satisfied. 

Mr. Culberson stated after this ordinance 
had been read that he was thoroughly sat- 
isfied with its provisions, and was willing 
to withdraw his measure if necessary.

If Judge Anderson says the old ordinance 
has never been repealed the Culberson or- 
dinance will ve killed. On other hand if 
a remote act should befffound repealing the 
measure the Culberson law will be re- 
vived and may stand some chance of 
passing. 

Mr. Culberson stated yesterday after-

President J, Pope Brown and Other Offi- 
cers Hold Consultation. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE BEEN CALLED 


Question Will Then Be Definitely De- 
cided and the Enterprise Pushed. 
President Neal Ex-Governor 
Northen and Others 
Favor It. 


Atlanta will catch the state fair this 
year, in all probability. 

Only the sanction of the executive com- 
mittee of. the State Agricultural Society is 
needed, and if this body falls in with the 
spirit of those who met here yesterday 
the enterprise will be assured. 

This committee has been called to meet 
on May 22d, and the question will be cefi- 
nitely decided at that time. 

President J. Pope Brown has been in At- 
lanta since Tuesday. He came upon the 
heels of the Hawkinsville chautauqua, and 
came for the special purpose of pushing 
the state fair. He went to work quietly, 
hed a chat with several leading business 
men and yesterday called an informal 
meeting which is the beginning of a big 
movement. 

Thus far the suggestion has not met with 
the slightest opposition. President Brown 
favors Atlanta, although he does not care 
to commit himself before the session of the 
committee. Ex-Governor Northen is en- 
thusiastic over the prospect. Mayor Col- 
lier is said to be equally in earnest. Presi- 
dent T. B. Neal, of the chamber of com: 
merce, believes that Atlanta is the place 
Colonel George H. Jones, of Norcross, vice 
president of the agricultural svuciety, is 
heartily in favor of the plan, and all others 


who have looked into the matter declare ;

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A Test Case. 

We reproduce today a telling cartoon 
contributed to The New York Journal 
by Davenport. The picture is a signifi- 
cant contribution to current political 
history, and presents to the eye, at one 
glance, a whole volume of acts and in- 
tentions. 

The powerful magnates of the sugar 
trust, defying public opinion, are now 
demanding that President McKinley shall 
interpose a pardon between Chapman, 
one of their agents, and the ends of 
justice. In this demand they have the 
support of republican organs. 

The country will watch with interest 
the disposition that Mr. McKinley gives 
to the Chapman case. It is essentially 
a test case, and has been made so by 
Mr. McKinley’s own acts. . 

Not so very long ago there was an- 
other appeal made to him for clemency 
in behalf of another person who was 


_found guilty of a technical violation of 


the postal laws. This was the case of 
Joseph Dunlop, editor of a Chicago 
democratic newspaper. He was tried, 
convicted and sentenced to two years in 
the penitentiary. In its inception and 
conclusion his prosecution was purely 
political. He was the editor of the only 
democratic newspaper in Chicago, and it 
was deemed necessary to get rid of him. 
His trial was bitterly contested, and the 
motives behind it make it a memorable 
one, All the power and influence of the 
republican trusts and syndicates were 
brought to bear against him. 

Dunloep’s friends made an appeal to 

the president to pardon him on the 
ground that he had been sufficiently pun- 
ished by the publicity and expense of 
the trial, and on the further ground that 
it was not his intention to violate the 
law. But the real crime of Dunlop in 
the eyes of the republican trusts and 
syndicates was the fact that he was an 
active democrat. He had a way of 
sneaking out in meeting. He exposed 
the true character of republican dor- 
trines and showed them up in all their 
hideous deformity. He was not polite 
to them; he did not mince words; above 
all, he was in favor of the free coinage 
of silver and supported Bryan. 
_ Ocnsequently, when Dunlop’s petition 
for clemency went to Washington it was 
followed by protests based on political 
considerations. The result was that Mr. 
McKinley positively refused to issue a 
pardon, and*Dunlop went to the peni- 
tentiary last week to serve a sentence of 
two years. 

- Following hard upon the heels of Pres- 
ident MecKinley’s refusal to interfere in 
the Dunlop case comes application for 
pardon in the Chapman case. Chapman 
is a New York broker worth a million 
or more. He acted as the broker of cer- 
tain senators who operated in sugar 
when their votes influenced the price of 
the tryst stock. When he was brought 
before the senate investigating commit- 
tee. he admitted the fact, but refused to 
give the names of the senators. plead- 
ing “the obligations of secrecy imposed 
on an agent by his principals.” 

Now, it was very important that the 
public should know the names of the 
senators who were mercenary enough to 
rob the peonle to enrich a trust. and at 
the same time fill their own pockets. 
Rut Chapman remained contumactous. 
He was tried, convicted and justly sen- 
tenced to fine and imprisonment. The 
iustice of the sentence has been affirmed 

_ by the supreme court. 

Searles and Havemeyer, the trust 
kings, were equally contumacious. They 
were called before the senate investigat- 
ing committee and refused to give the 
information necessary to enable the sen- 
ate to discipline its mercenary members 

The only thing that stands between 
Chapman and the penitentiary is a par- 
don from President McKinley. To se- 
eure this leading republicans are pbe- 
seeching the president to 
man to go unpunished.

Is It Turkey’s Victory Alone? 

While the result of the Greco-Turk- 
ish war is primarily, of course, a victory 
for the Turks, it is also in a most im- 
portance sense a victory for the Euro- 
pean powers, whose policy toward the 
two countries since the outbreak of hos- 
tilities has been inspired by Turkish 
bondholders. 

These bondholders are now jubilant 
over the situation. In the defeat of the 
Greek standard and the consequent tri- 
umph of Moslem brutality they realize 
their most cherished anticipations. Be- 
sides revitalizing the waning fortunes 
of the Turkish empire, the result of the 
war will be to place in the hands of the 
sultan a cash indemnity amounting to 
several million dollars, and out of this 
indemnity the holders of Turkish bonds 
are sure to reap substantial gains. What 
boots it to these greedy bondholders 
how much the cause of humanity and 
civilization is made to suffer, even at 
the hands of brutal pagans, so long as it 
increases the value of their holdings and 
ministers to the satisfaction of their re- 
morseless greed? 

In the terms of settlement which Tur- 
key proposes to Greece there is not the 
slightest trace of magnanimity. Indeed, 
the arrogance of brutal conquest asserts 


/@tself in every act and attitude of the 


victorious nation. According to recent 
dispatches, Turkey demands as her rec- 
ompense from Greece not only the whole 
of Thessaly, but the entire Greek navy, 
which is far superior to Turkey’s, and a 
cash indemnity of $15,000,000. Since 
Greece has invoked the mediation of the 
powers, not so much in the exercise of 
her free will as in the desperation of her 
extremity, it remains to be seen what 
action the powers will take in the mat- 
ter. 
is safe to predict that it will be more in 
accord with the interests of Turkish 
bondholders than of Greek recuperation, 
and that the little kingdom will be com- 
pletely stripped before the difficulties in 
which it is now involved are finally ad- 
justed. No wonder the Greeks await the 
decision of the powers with fear and 
trembling. 

One of the most deplorable results of 
the war is the increased prestige and 
vitality which Turkey derives from her 
victory over the Greeks. Not only is 
she enriched by the mercenary fruits of 
conquest, but also by the commanding 
influence which she acquires in European 
affairs. That she will be even more de- 
fiant of Christianity in the future than 
she has been in the past is evident from 
the despotic attitude which she has al- 
ready assumed, and while the outlook 
may be cheerful and inviting to Turkish 
bondholders, it is indeed gloomy to all 
who sympathize with the cause of hu- 
manity.

Under the heading “Why Not Now?” 
The New York Times reiterates its de-

A Railway Hospital Car. 

One of the most unique products in jhe 
line of modern railway enterprise is the 
hospital car which has recently made its 
appearance in Belgium. Such, indeed, 
is the wonderful adaptability of this new 
device to the needs of transportation 
that its popularity, not only on the other 
side of the water, but also on this, is 
assured fr@ the outset. 

The hospital car is intended to serve 
a double purpose. In the event of serious 
railroad accidents it may be used to 
transport wounded passengers to the 
nearest large city for treatment, or, in 
more frequent instances, to carry help- 
less invalids to places of resort. Writ- 
ing from Ghent, Consul Morris gives the 
following description of the hospital car: 

The interior is divided into a main com- 
partment, a corridor on one side, and two 
small rooms at the end. The largest com- 
partment is the hospital proper, it con- 
tains twenty-four isolated beds on steel 
tubes hung upon powerful springs. Each 
patient lies in front of two little windows, 
which may be closed or opened at will. 
Each bed is provided with a little movable 
table and a cord serves to hold all the va- 
rious smal} objects which the patient may 
need. The corridor on the outside of the 
hospital chamber leads to the linen closet 
and the doctor’s apartment. In the latter 
is a large cupboard. The upper portion is 
used for the drugs; the lower part is di- 
vided into two smaller compartments—one 
serving as a case for surgical instruments, 
the other as a receptacle for the doctor's 
folding bed. The hospital compartment is 
carpeted with linoleum or o-her material 
to deaden the sound of walking. Various 
trapdoors in the floor, when opened, dis 
close to view an ice chest, a compartment 
for the disinfection of soiled linen, and a 
provision cellar. If necessary, a portion of 
the hospital chamber may be transformed 
into an operating room for urgent cases. 

The American consul at Ghent fur- 
ther states that the staff of the hospital 
car consists of a surgeon, a physician 
and several competent nurses. Every 
provision is made for the comfort of pa- 
tients, and sufferers of every kind almost 
can be accommodated. The car entered 
the Belgian railway service on the 27th 
of last month and is now being used 
chiefly in transporting invalids from 
Belgium to the famous health resorts 
in the south of France. Undoubtedly it 
is only a question of time before the 
leading railroads of this country adopt 
the idea of the hospital car. Why some 
ingenious American did not think of it 
first is a mystery, but since the credit 
of its introduction belongs to Belgium, 
this country should lose no time in 
adopting it. 
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What India Has Suffered. 

Some idea of the frightful condition to 
which India has recently been reduced 
by the twin plagues of disease and fam- 
ine may be gleaned from an article in 
the current issue of “Textile American” 
over the signature of Colonel A. B, Shep- 
person. 

The writer starts out by showing the 
density of India’s population. With only 
1,600,000 miles of territory, or barely half 
that of the United States, he shows that 
India sustains over 300,000,000 souls, or 
nearly five times as many as this coun- 
try. In some of the densely crowded 
agricultural districts, still quoting the 
figures of Colonel Shepperson, there are 
1,000 inhabitants to the square mile. 
Many of the Indian farms are barely 
large enough to afford a living to their 
occupants even in prosperous times, and 
in the northern part of the province 
there are 14,000,000 tenants who cultivate 
tracts not exceeding six acres in extent. 
Sixty per cent of the population depend 
exclusively upon agricultural employ- 
ments, leaving only a small number,com- 
paratively speaking, engaged in other 
pursuits, and with such a preponderating 
element dependent upon the soil, it is 
not surprising that the famine’s work 
should have been so destructive. 

Comparing the recent famine with the 
one which devastated the country in 
1876-78, the writer shows that the for- 
mer visitation extended over only 200,000 
square miles, while the one of last year 
embraced 313,000 square miles. The 
number of inhabitants exposed to the 
former plague was only 36,000,000; to 
the latter, 95,000,000. With reference to 
the bubonic fever, which started in Bom- 
bay last August, Colonel ’ Shepperson 
states that thousands of victims were 
added to the list of those carried off by 
the famine and that over half a million 
persons deserted their farming lands to 
escape the frightful ravages of the fe- 
ver. The greatest number of deaths re- 
corded in a single week as the result of 
this latter plague was 1.911 for the week 
ending February 9, 1897. Since that 
time there has been a steady decline in 
the number of deaths resulting from 
fever, but the suffering entailed upon 
the country by the failure of last year’s 
crops is still marked.. The world’s gen- 
erosity has contributed largely toward 
the relief of the sufferers, but on account 
of the vast area covered by the famine 
it has been impossible to reach €very 
one.

The first American manufactory to be 
established in China is the International 
Cotton Mill Company located at Pootung, 
a small town near Shanghai, under the 
auspices of the American Trading Com- 
pany, Of New York. Says a leading ex- 
change: “It is the third cotton mill erect- 
ed in China. It has 40,000 spindles and 
two engines of 1,000 horse-power now in 
motion, and a number of looms will be 
added soon. The machinery was started 
early in April with considerable ceremony. 
The building was handsomely decorated 
with American and Chinese tags, the 
band played ‘Hail Columbia,’ ‘Yankee Doo- 
dle’ and other patriotic airs, and Mrs. 
James Jones and Mrs, Seamans, the wives 
of the managers, pulled the lever that 
started the machinery for the first time. 
It is an interesting fact that all the wo- 
men operatives of this mill are Roman 
Catholics from the Pootung villages, where 
there are about 40,000 native adherents of 
that church.”

The first snake story of the season comes 
from Donegal, Butler county, Pa. James 
Wymer, of that township, who has the ut- 
most faith in the oil of poisonous snakes 
as a cure for rheumatism, started out re- 
cently on a snake hunt. In the township 
is an old cranberry patch, and to this he 
proceeded,dressed { n his heavy woolen 
suit of pants, shirt ana coat. On his feet 
were a pair of high woolen boots. When 
he returned home in tne evening he had 
hanging to his clathing no less than 
seventeen blacksnakes, three rattlers, four 
gartersnakes and one snake that had a 
horn in its tail. The mode of capture is 
very peculiar. Wymer has some peculiar 
kind of an oil that makes a strange odor 
that is evidently pfeasgant to the serpents, 
for they follow Mr. Wymer around in 
great numbers. He has a small switch, 
which he strikes at the snakes, and they 
in turn strike at him, and their fangs stick 
in the heavy woolen goods which compose 
his clothing. The sight that met the peo- 
ple of Jacksville, Butler county, near 
where he lives, when Wymer arrived was 
indeed a strange one. The snakes looked 
like so many tails, and they greatly fright- 
ened the people. Wymer will skin the rep- 
tiles, dry out the fat and reduce the same 
to oil, which he uses tn cases of rheuma- 
tism, as he is a local doctor. 


The application of Corea for admission 
into the Universal Postal Union, says The 
New York Mail and Express, is a plain 
manifestation of the progressive spirit 
which now dominates the government of. 
the distant empire. It is significant 
of the spread of liberal ideas and commer- 
cial enterprise in the orient, and it will 
inevitably open the way for closer trade 
relations between the Corean people ard 
those of Europe and America. It is in 
this work of bringing distant nations and 
races into more intimate association that 
the Postal Union serves as a pioneer of 
Civilization and commerce, and in that 
beneficent labor it stands as a powerful 
conservator of peace and progress. 


Speaking of the bill recently introduced 
in congress by Representative Fowler, of 
New Jersey, providing for the creation of 
a tariff commission to investigate federal] 
taxation, recommend changes and adjust 
the inequalities of existing laws, The Kan- 
sas City Star says: 

“The bill provides for a commission of 
seven members at a salary of $7,000 per an- 
hum each, with a tenure of twenty-one 
years, which shall make annual reports to 
the president and have power, with the 
approval of the president, to suspend any 
tax on imports in whole or part. It would 
probably be better to limit the member- 
ship of the commission to five and fix the 
salary at $10,000, with the tenure of office 
for life, as in the case of the judiciary.

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A TYPICAL NIGHT AT 
THE POLICE BARRACKS

There are a great many things connected 
with prison life at the police barracks 
about which nothing ever finds its way 
into the newspapers, because there is neith- 
er time nor space for incidents which be- 
come insignificant beside the daily record 
of sensations and stirring events. 

I have spent nearly eighteen years report- 
ing for newspapers and I have served no 
little time in following those news items 
which become matters of record through 
the instrumentality of the police. A few 
nights ago, while reviewing some of the 
work I had done in Atlanta, I began to 
wonder how many people knew what life 
at the police barracks in a large city really 
was. I was at the barracks at the time, 
and as I was pondering, as only a reporter 
can when he rests and thinks, I began to 
listen to the discordant sounds which were 
proceeding from the cells not far away. 
These sounds are of almost nightly occur- 
rence and those who stay about the bar- 
racks become so accustomed to them that 
they pay no attention to them. 

The records of any night would do for the 
purposes of this article, for every night has 
its chapter of hilarity, despondency, rav- 
ings and pleadings. 

I left my seat and went to the outer door 
which leads into the corridor upon which 


the cells open. 
But a few moments before a young man, 


crazed with liquor, had been locked wp. 
He had gone to the cell singing and defi- 
ant. As soon as the grated door had 
slammed upon him he immediately changed 
his conduct and began to plead for deliver- 
ance. In two or three adjoining cells were 
men who had been placed there for drunk- 
enness, but who.had had time to become 
partially sober. First one of these and 
then another began to answer the pleader, 
and he was made to believe that he was 
addressing the prison officers. 

“Ror God’s sake, let me out of here,” he 
cried frantically. 

“We will let you out in the morning,” re- 
plied one of his tormentofs. 

Then the following general colloquy went 
on: 

‘But I can’t wait until morning.” 

“Well, we will let you out in a few min- 
utes.’’ 

“Just let me out right now and I will give 
you everything I have in the world.”’ 

“Then go on home.’’ 

‘But the door is locked.” 

“Oh, that’s so, wait until we get the 
key.”’ 

‘How long will it take you?” 

“We won’t be longer than 8 o’clock to- 
morrow morning.” 

“Oh, don’t say that. Why don’t you 
come here to the door and talk to me?” 

This was greeted with a loud laugh from 
all the other prisoners, and resulted in end- 
ing the conversation, the young man vent- 
ing his spleen on the supposed officers 
with a tirade of curses. 


Five minutes of quiet reigned, when a 
woman’s shrill voice was heard down the 
corridor. 
drunken stupor. 

“Oh, Lordy, where am I?” ‘she screamed, 
“Oh, I am dying. Somebody come here 
and let me out quick.’’ 

Another female voice replied harshly: 

“Oh, go to sleep, you fool, you are 
drunk.”’ 


A hoarse voice echoed through the prison: 

“T ain’t going to come to this hotel any 
more. They won't let a fellow sleep in 
any peace,” 

By this time it appeared as if everybody 
in the prison was awake, and a number 
of people began to talk. 

“Boys, let’s go home,” exclaimed a wit, 
and his sally was answered by a chorus of 
laughter. 


The turnkey came to the door. He had 
another prisoner in tow. As he swung 
the door open, the cry of “fresh fish’? went 
up and bedlam reigned for a few moments. 
The new comer was an elderly man, and 
he was maudlin drunk. The turnkey 
placed him in a cell next to one occupied 
by another elderly’ man who had neariy 
sobered up. The late arrival commenced 
to cry and beg to be let out. His neighbor 
asked him several times to keep quiet. 
“We have just been disturbed by a lot of 
fools,”” he said, “‘and now we all want to 
go to sleep.’’ The appeal did no good. Then 
the new comer’s neighbor got mad, and 
finally he yelled out: 

“If you don’t keep quiet, damn you, I will 
get up and put you ouc of here!”’’ 

There was another wutburst of loud 
laughter and a confusion of noisy voices. 


Then came a loud and fearful crash, a 
yell and cries of some one in great pain. 

It is not often the turnkey pays any at- 
tention to noises in the cells, but this was 
such an unusual disturbance that he made 
an investigation. He found that the fuss 
had suddenly awakened a man who had 
been sleeping off a drunk, and half crazed 
he had taken his iron bed up and thrown 
it with terrible force un the floor. This 
awakened another man in the same men- 
tal and physical condition, and he sprang 
suddenly from his bed, and in doing so, 
struck his head violentty upon the top of 
his steel cell, inflicting an ugly wound. 
It required some time to quiet the man, 
and all the while bedlam reigned in the 
prison. 

By this time it was about 2 o’clock in tne 
morning, and the prisoners, one by one, 
dropped off to sleep, and from that time 
until daylight there was the most pro- 
found quiet in all the cells. 

Another night at the punce barracks had 


ended. A little later 1t would be: “Uh, 
think of your head in the morning.”

BLIND TOM’S SEASIDE HOME. 


The Once Famous Musician in Care of 
a Guardian. 
From Pennsylvania Grit. 

Of late years “Blind Tom,” the once fa- 
mous colored piano player, has dropped 
out of sight. But he is not dead, as many 
suppose. With his mother and guardian 
he lives in a comfortable cottage at the 
highlands of Navesink, on the Jersey side 
of the lower New York bay. “‘Blind Tom” 
is now gray-haired. His guardian is Mrs. 
Kliza Lerche, who was pa ree ten years 
ago by Justice Andrews, of the supreme 
court, as committee of the person and 
property of the mind-clouded musician. 
She was then the widow of John G. Be- 
thune, who had charge of “Blind Tom” 
for many years, and the latter was only 
given into her. care after a long legal strug- 
gle with her father-in-law, James N. Be- 
thune. He has been handed over to Mrs. 
Bethune with no money and no property, 
personal or otherwise, out of the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars which he had earn- 
ed during the previous quarter of a cen- 
tury. So it was necessary to keep him at 


work awhile longer to provide for his fu-- 


ture maintenance in case he became dis- 
abled by age or infirmities, and also to 
enable him to take care of his mother, 
who was still alive in the southern states, 
and looked to Tom for support. About 
three years ago Mrs. Bethune, who was 
then Mrs. Lerche, having married Albrecht 
J. Lerche, the lawyer who had fought her 
legal battles in courts, had saved enough 
money to warrant the temporary withdraw- 
al of “Blind Tom” from the amusement 
world, so that he might recuperate his 
health, and, at the same time, familiarize 
himself with modern musical compositions. 

Tom enjoys his long rest, after so many 
years of incessant travel and work. He 
does very little visiting among his neigh- 
bors, and receives few callers at his cot- 
tage. 

He passes hours at a time at the piano, 
playing his old pieces and practicing new 
ones. Occasionally he attempts improvisa- 
tion, but even then the imitative faculty 
predominates, as the notes he picks out 
are usually the reproductions of sounds 
that he has heard. When not at the piano 
Tom amuses himself by imitating the 
small talk of ladies and other visitors to 
the Lerche cottage, to which he is a 
silent listener. He holds imaginary recep- 
tions, at which the weather, new styles 
in dresses and like topics are discussed by 
the imaginary visitors, as imitated by 
Tom, in a way that is very comical, but 
he will not do it if he knows there is any 
one listening to him. 

In spite of his advanced years and his 
reserved, formal demeanor in company. 
Tom is merely an overgrown child, and 
has to be carefully watched by the male 
nurse especially hired for ‘that purpose. 
He has all the selfishness of a spoiled child, 
and is jealous of any attention paid to any 
one else in his presence. He has little nat- 
ural affection, and cares only for those 
around him who minister directly to his 
wants. He is willing that his mother 
should be taken care of out of the money 
he has earned, but he does not wish to 
have her or his brothers and_-sisters near 
him, for fear that they may annoy him, or 
prevent his being the sole object of the 
attention of those around him. With the 
exception of this childlike selfishness, 
“Blind Tom” is extremely moral and re- 
ligious in his habits and disposition. He 
never eats without first offering a prayer, 
and on Sundays will play only church mu- 
sic on his piano. 

It was only after the conclusion of Mrs. 
Lerche’s long legal contest that mother 
and son were together again for the first 
time since Tom’s infancy, but, after the 
novelty of their reunion had worn away, 
it was evident that their tastes and tem- 
peraments were so utterly at variance that 
there was little likelihood of their living 
happily together. 

“Blind Tom” Wiggins, in his home by

I under- 
stand that there has already been made 
a number of inquiries concerning the pro- 


ject, and the speciality people want to know 


what we are going to do. 

“Then, again, the state exhibit can be 
brought down, and this, in itself, will be a 
feature. 

“Tl know that the fair, if it is held, will 
be the most successful ever held.”’ 

President Neal Joins In. 

President T. B. Neal, of the chamber of 
commerce, has taken hold of the move- 
ment, and is another enthusiast who be- 
lieves that the fair can be carried for- 
ward with great success. 

“I believe that the fair can be held with 
very little expense,” he said. “All that 
Atlanta will have to do is to guarantee 
the premiums, and this will not amount to 
much, probably $7,000 or $8,000, and the gate 
receipts will far exceed this amount. 

“There is no question about it. Atlanta 
needs something of this kind this year, 
and the best opportunity ever offered is be- 
fore us now. Many of the Nashville spe- 
cial attractions can be brought here, and 
the fair, in this sense, will be a great suc- 
cess. I shall appoint my committee at 
once, and hope that everything will get in 
shape for securing the fair.” 

Nesbitt Favors Fair. 

Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, commissioner of 
agriculture for Georgia, is thoroughly in 
favor of the proposed state fair, and be- 


lieves that the project should be encour- — 


aged as much as possibie. 

“The idea,”” he said, “is an ecellent one, 
and nothing should be left undone to make 
the fair, if it is held, the best state fair 
ever held in Georgia.” 

In a general conversation regarding the 
state fair and the benefits to be derived 
from it, Colonel Nesbitt spoke most inter- 
estingly. 

He said there was nothing that the peo- 
ple were more interested in than a state 
fair. It brings them cioser together, and 
lets them know what others are do- 
ing. People from one county visiting the 
fair can see what the people in other coun- 
ties are doing, and obtain new and valu- 
able ideas from the extiibits they see.

Read this telegram.’ 

‘The telegram was from Mr. M. Ditten- 
hoffer, secretary of a large rubber com- 
pany in New York. It was received this 
morning by Mr. Baer. It read: 

‘* Have seen McNaught. He says that 
the Berliner decision will’ not affect our 
system at all.’ 

“*The McNaught referred to,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Baer, ‘is J. A. McNaught, the 
general attorney of the Bel Telephone Com- 
pany, and one of the largest stockholders 
in it. Mr. Dittenhoffer went to see him 
after the United States court decision was 
rendered. McNaught is a great corpora- 
tion lawyer, and in addition to being the 
general attorney of the Bell . Telephone 
Company, also represents the Huntington 
corporations.’ 

“*Now, that’s strong proof from the 
Bell side that the Berliner decision will 
not affect us,’ said Mr. Baer. ‘I was sat- 
isfied. however, before getting that tele- 
gram that the decision would not interfere 
with the plans of the Standard Telephone 
Company. You see, our patent is entirely 
different from the patent under which the 
Bell Telephone Company is operating.’ ’’

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ANOTHER WIFE FOR 
COUNT BLANTHER 


Fifth Alleged Widow of the Man Appears 
in San Francisco. 


MARRIAGE SAID TO BE SECRET 


Story of the Remarkable Man Who 
Suicided Recalled. 


And Has a Living Wife Here, Who 
Denounces the Other Aspiring Wid- 
ows as False Imposters. 


Here’s another chapter in the interesting 
case of Joseph Blanther, the Austrian 
count, well known in Atlanta, who com- 
mitted suicide in a San Francisco prison 
not long ago. 

The fifth woman claiming to be the dead 


claims all the property left by him. 

Blanther, it will be remembered, lived 
in Atlanta many years and now has a 
wife residing in this city. Some time ago 
he left his wife here and went to San 
Francisco, While there he met a woman 
known as Philepene Langfeldt. The two 
became intimately related. 

One morning the woman was found mur- 
dered. Blanther was at once suspected of 
having committed the deed and was placed 
under arrest by the police. While in jail 
he committed suicide. A full story of the 
man’s remarkable history was printed in 
The Constitution at the time of his seli- 
destruction. 

While the San Francisco police were 
scouring the world for tie record of the 
murderer, there remained unknown to 
them a chapter in his life, the scene of 
which was laid right in their own city. 

The story gces that Blanther was mar- 
ried in ’Frisco in May, 1887, to Irene EB. 
Campbell. The fact of his marriage was 
completely hidden from the police, and 
would probably never have been heard 
of but for a despite of the fifth widow to 
obtain the contents or a certain box which 
she thinks the police have in their posses- 
sion. Dispatches from San Francisco state 
that the police believe that the woman 
with whom Blanther lived while in Chi- 
cago was not Addie Walker, but more prob- 
ably Irene Campbell. 

This the Mrs. Blenther who lives in 
Atlanta does not believe. She claims that 
both the Walker and Campbell women are 
not altogether what they should be and 
that they have no claims whatever on 
her deceased husband. 

When seen by a Constitution man yes- 
terday, Mrs. Blanther stated that she had 
received a communication from Mrs. Camp- 
bell-Blanther’s attorney some time ago, 
but had refused to answer the letter on 
the ground that she cared to have no deal- 
ing with a woman of that class. Mrs. 
Blanther states that the woman in San 
Francisco is merely endeavoring to secure 
some highly valuable medals left by her 
unfortunate husband, and a few other of 
his personal effects. She says that he 
efforts will all be in vain. That the chief 
of police of the California metropolis has 
written within the last few days that the 
medals and other trinkets will be kept 
by the police department and placed in the 
archives as relics. 

e Atlanta Mrs. Blanther is quite bitter 
in her denouncement of the many women 
who aspire to the widowhood of the Aus- 
trian gentleman. She claims to be his only 
acknowledged and real wife: that all the 
others are merely imposters wishing to 
gecure notoriety and hoping that they will 
possibly receive some pension money from 
the Austrian government if the thing is 
worked in the right way. 

Blanther’s was a queer case indeed. He

Dr. Payne {fs greatly pleased with the 


) exposition and its success soifar. He is 


loud in his praise of the management 
and of the way in which he was treated. 

The Georgia exhibit is one of the best 
there, and receives many flattering compli- 
ments. The fruit display is especially fine, 
and is undoubtedly the best fruit display 
at the exposition. As a whole, the Georgia 
exhibit is one of the best, if not the very 
best, state exhibit at the centennial. 

Dr. Payne says the fruit is better now 
than it was at the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition, and makes a much 
better appearance. 

While in the Georgia building here the 
exhibit was admitted to be the best at 
the exposition, with the possible exception 
of the California exhibit. The display of 
fruit which Dr. Payne has at the Tennes- 
see exposition is the pick of the exhibit 
that was shown here. Dr. Payne used 
great care in selecting the specimens to 
be shown at Nashville, and took none but 
the very best. 

In arranging the exhibit Dr. Payne per- 
sonally superintended the work, and it 
was done with the greatest care and pre- 
cision. The space was decorated by men 
under the direction of Dr. Payne, and pre- 
sents a beautiful appearance. 

In the middle of the space alloted to 
the Georgia exhibit were two large pillars, 
which, to a certain extent, spoiled the ap- 
pearance of the place. Dr. Payne arranged 
these pillars into the shape of ax pyramids, 
and a portion of the fruit is displayed on 
these. It shows up to good advantage, and 
is admired by all who visit the place. 

The coat of arms of Georgia, which is 
in the Georgia exhibit, is one of the finest 


pieces of workmanship and decorative art. | 


at the exposition. The coat of arms is 
about twenty-two and one-half feet in 
height and seventeen feet wide. The figures 
and words are made from the products of 
Georgia. Its size causes it to attract a great 
amount of attention and favorable com- 
ments have been heard on all sides. 

Every portion of the agricultural exhibit 
is in fine shape, with the exception of 
several small features which have not 
yet arrived, but will be ready to be put 
into place when they do arrive. 

Georgia has the best display of straw- 
berries that has been made at the exposi- 
tion so far. The berries came from Mrs. 
Heard, of Elbert county, and were the 
finest ever seen in Tennessee. They arrived 
after the entries for prizes had closed, or 
else they would have won all prizes. 

There will be an exhibition of late straw- 
berries May 20th, and Dr. Payne says that 
those desiring to compete for prizes who 
will send berries and prepay the express 
charges can have them exhibited with the 
State exhibit. 

Inside of two weeks all the work at the 
exposition will have been completed, says 
Dr. Payne, and then the exposition will 
begin in earnest. The largest crowds that 
have attended since the opening day were 
at the exposition last Saturday. 

Mr. DuPont now has complete charge of 
the state exhibit, and under his care it 
will be kept in first-class condition. The 
mineral and forest exhibits from Georgia 
are in fine shape and are very much ad- 
mired by the visitors to the exposition.

SHE SUES FOR A DIVORCE 
Busy Day in the Courts Yesterday and 


Many Interesting Cases Were 
Disposed Of. 


Marriage bells and orange blossoms, less 
than one month of unhappy wedlock, then 
came cruelty, separation and now divorce 
proceedings follow in rapid order. 

This is the story of Mrs. Ellen I. Floyd, 
who on yesterday filed her petition for to- 
tal divorce from her young husband, David 
Floyd, 

Mrs. Floyd says she was married March 
14, 1897. The marriage was a happy affair 
and all went well fer a brief period. The 
wedlock, however, came to an abrupt end 
and within less than thirty days the young 
wife says she saw that she had loved well 
but not wisely. After mistreating her, she 
says her husband left her without cause 
and for no good reason, end she now asks 
the court to annul her marriage vows and 
grant to her a total divorce. 

The petition states that the wife was 
faithful and affectionate, endeavoring to 
discharge her duties as best she could. It 
was not long after the marital vows had 
been said, she alleges, before her husband 
began to abuse her and treat her in a cruel 
manner. She says he would remain out 
late at night, drinking and carousing, re- 
turning home as late as 1 o’clock in the 
morning. : 

One night, she says, he lay down across 
the foot of the bed and when she asked him 
to get up he caught aold of her arm and 
badly wrenched it, saying that he wished 
he had broken it. She charges that he 
was insanely jealous of her and she de- 
clares that his suspicions were entirely 
without foundation. The petition for di- 
vorce was filed by Attorneys Bishop & 
Hill and will be reached at the next term 
of the superior court. 


MR. BALL SUES THE ROAD. 


Young Physician of Winder Says He 


Has Been Badly Damaged. 

Dr. Cc. W. Ball, of Winder, yesterday 
filed suit against the Southern railway 
for $1,500, claiming that he had been dam- 
aged in that amount by the company.

Wood claims that he boarded a car which 
was marked “Grant Park.”

SHE FILES A CLAIM FOR BOARD 


They Lived Together for Thirty-Eight 
Months and Then Separated.

MRS. THOMASON BRINGS A NOVEL SET-OFF 


She Puts a Charge for Back Board at 
the Rate of $5 a Month and 
Wine Her Case. : 


An interesting sult of husband against 
wife was tried yesterday by Justice Lan- 
drum. The ease consumed the entire day 
and a large number of witnesses were 
sworn and excmined about the facts. 

Some freling was displayed on beth sides 
and the witnesses and the lawyers were 
interrupted several times while they were 
talking. The suit was brought by G. O. 
Thomason against his wife, Mrs. Mary E. 
Thomason, 3 

He alleged that he married his wife in 
1893. At that time she was a widow and 
had two children. She had also considera- 
ble property. They lived happily together 
for three years, when a separation took 
place, the wife leaving the home altogether 
and taking her two children with her. 

Thomason alleges that during the time 
that he lived with his wife he paid the 
taxes on the property, which belonged to 
her, for two years. He also built a fence 
around the property at his own expense. 
Just after the separation he decided that 
he should be reimbursed for these expenses 
and accordingly made out his account, pre- 
sented it to his wife and demanded pay- 
ment. 

The account was: For taxes in 1894, $7.05; 
for taxes in 1895, $8.50; for building a fence 
around the property in 1896, $36.45, making 
& total of $52. After Mrs. Thomason re- 
fused to pay this bill, her husband entered 
suit in Justice Landrum’s court for the 
amount, 

Mrs. Thomason secured the services of a 
lawyer and announced her intention of 
fighting the case. After the prosecution 
had rested its case, which was done just 
before the dinner hour, a recess was 
taken and at 2 o’clock the defense began. 
Through her attorney, Mrs. Thomason en- 
tered a plea which won the case for her, 
but it was novel to say the least. 

She did not deny that her husband had 
expended his money in improving her prop- 
erty and she was willing to concede that 
his account against her was correct, but 
she alleged that she had an offset in this; 
that her husband had lived with her in her 
home for thirty-elght months and had 
never paid a cent of board. 

She said that she would charge him $5 
a month for board, which would make the 
amount of her offset $19. Of this amount 
she said that two-thirds belonged to her 
children, leaving a balahce of $63.33 1-3 due 
her personally. 

In his opening speech the attorney for 
the plaintiff objected to the offset on 
the grounds that no board had been de- 
manded of Thomason at the time that he 
was living with his wife. and .that he 
therefore could not be held liable for it 
now. 

The attorney for the defense in his speech 
said that the same was true of the account 
which Thomason ‘held against his wife. He 
had paid all of these amounts without a 
word and had not demanded payment until 
after the separation. 

In the closing speech, the attorney for 
the plaintiff raised the point that Mrs. 
Thomason’s bill had never been presented 
to Thomason and that he had never been 
given a chance to pay it. 

After hearing all of the speeches Justice 
Landrum gave his decision. He said that 
he had never before had just such a case 
before him. He said that it was badly mix- 
ed up and that he thought the best thing 
for him to do was to leave both the hus- 
band and the wife in the same state that 
they had been in before the suit had been | 
brought with the exvertion of the costs, 
and he would require the plaintiff to pay 
them. 

As soon as the decision had been an- 
nounced, Thomason's eyes flashed fire. 

“I will go to jail for a hundred years be- 
fore I will pay the costs,’ he said, with 
great vehemence.

Dwight, IllL., May 8.--The country has 
enjoyed six days of almost perfect weather.

THAT WAS EBB OF THE TIJE FOR THE DAY 


Corn Strong and Fairly Active, Oats 
Firm and Higher and Provisions 
Scored a Slight Advance. 


Chicago, May 12.—The scarcity of wheat 
at the seaboard, as indicated by a big pre- 
mium which May was bringing at New 
York, attracted considerable attention in 
the local market today, and was one of 
the reasons for the 1%c advance in July 
which marked the day’s business. All the 
other markets felt the strength of wheat, 
corn advancing %c, oats 4@%c, and pro- 
visions about 2%%c all around. 

Wheat opened with some disposition in 
the crowd to buy at a slight advance over 
yesterday’s close, although no reason for 
the strength was apparent unless it was 
the influence of last night’s strong curb. 
This reason, although shadowy, was suffic- 
ient to start July at a %c advance at 73%c 
and hoist it up to 738%@73%c. Then the 
slump, which was inevitable in view of the 
nature of the early news, occurred, the 
market sliding off by easy stages to Tic, 
which marked the ebb of the tide for the 
day.

But the rest of the news and sta- 
tistics was bullish and was instrumental 
in changing the bearish feeling to a bullish 
one. Liverpool recovered %d of the de- 
cline before the market closed and the 
other continental markets showed good 
advances. New York wired that the en- 
gagements there and at the out ports 
yesterday aggregated 500,000 bushels, and 
there had been rather free acceptances to- 
day on last night’s cable orders, Boston 
and Baltimore also cleared freely and 4,- 
000 bushels were reported taken here for 
export. Predictions of frost for tonight 
quickened the demand considerably. The 
market showed decided strength during 
the last hour and as high as 74% was paid 
for July on a reported sale of thirty-five 
boat loads for export at New York and the 
difficulty there to get wheat to deliver on 
May contracts. The closing price was 
744c asked. 

Corn was strong and fairly active. The 
advance in wheat, small receipts and pre- 
dictions of frost tonight in several west- 
ern states, all had their effect in produc- 
ing the firmness which characterized the 
market throughout. May was particularly 
strong. Exports amounted to 482,000 bush- 
els. July opened a shade lower at 2Z%ec, 
sold at 25@25%c, then advanced to 25%c, 
closing at 25142@25. 

In oats the working of a big line off for 
shipment was the cause of the firmness 
which existed. Trading was fairly active, 
but principally of a scalping nature. Ex- 
ports were 104,000 bushels. July opened un- 
changed at 18%c, sold between 18 and 184c, 
closing at 18%@174éc. 

Outside of some buying by packers, trad- 
ing in provisions was not very active. 
The market, as a rule, was firm with 
wheat, although exhibiting some opening 
weakness, due to a like condition at the 
yards. Fluctuations were confined to a 
narrow range. At the close July pork was 
2c higher at $8.67%; July lard 2%c higher 
at $4, and July ribs 2%c higher at 34.70.

Assistant City Attorney Westmoreland 
Sends in His Resignation. 


GOES INTO EFFECT JUNE 1ST 


As Counsel for the Consolidated Mr. 
Westmoreland Decided To Sever 
His Relations with the City. 


Mr. George Wetmoreland, assistant city 
attorney, has sent in his resignauon, and 
after June ist he will sever his relations 
with the city. 

This action upon the part of Mr. West- 
moreland is the result of his acceptance 
of the attorneyship of the Atlanta Consol- 
idated Street Rrailway Company, and he 
has decided to resign from the official posi- 
tion he holds with the city for fear that 
the interests of the city and the affairs of 
the company might come in conflict with 
each other.

With 
grateful acknowledgment to you for uni- 
form kindness to me’. ng our. official

The resignation takes effect June Ist, a9 
stated, and after that date:the position will 
be vacant. Mr. Westmoreland has filled 
the position as assistant to the city attor- 
ney in'a manner that has reflected much 
credit upon him as a lawyer, and he has 
given the city faithful and persistent ser- 
vice. 

“T have no idea as to who will succeed 
Mr. Westmoreland,” said Judge Anderson 
yesterday. “Mr. Westmoreland has been 
very faithful and efficient in the discharge 
of his duties. He has proven himself wor- 
thy of the honor and confidence which 
were imposed upon him by virtue of the 
office, Some announcement will probably 
be made within the next few days.” 

The position pays $1,800 per annum, and 
there will probably be a Number of candi- 
dates for the vacancy.

His wife went to his 
place of business in a restaurant yesterday 
and informed him that the rent for the 
rooms had to be forthcoming or they would 
be ejected. This seems to aave arotised his 
temper and he went to the house, so the 
witnesses stated, and beat his wife uniner- 
cifully. Other boarders interfered and he 
turned upon them. One of his children 
also interfered and he got rid of her by 
lifting her out of the room by her niair. 
The disturbance became so great that the 
police were summoned. 

He Was Accommodated. 

The recorder decided to enter a fine of 
$10 against the prisoner, and so informed 
him. 

‘There is one little favor which I wovould 
like to ask of the court,” said Busby 
angrily. 

“What is that?’ imquired the recorder. 

“Can’t you just make that fine $20?’ was 
the unexpected request which came in the 
way of an impudent demand. 

“Oh, 1 can do that,’’ was the reply of 
the court, “if it will be any accommodation 
to you. 1 will just make the fine $20 and 
costs.’’ 

“Thank you,” said the prisoner y:'ith 
mock courtesy as he was led away. 

A Tale of Cruelty. 

Mrs, Busby tells a remarkable story of 
the cruelty of her husband. She came 
with him to Atlanta from Memphis about 
three weeks ago. 

“That man nas hauled me around all 
over the earth,” she stated, “since we have 
been married, and he has beat me terribiy 
oh several occasions. I have grown. tired 
of his treatment and wish to get rid cr 
him.”’ 

Busby told the recorder that when he 
went home yesierday he found his wife 
sitting in another man’s iap, but his scory 
was not believed. Mrs. Busby was unable 
to attend court on accuunt of the beating 
he nad given her, {t was statea. !t ap- 
pears that Busby was under the influence 
of liquor and this may nave accounted ior 
his conduwt. He denied, however, that he 
had struck his wife. He will nave sume 
thirty days to serve in the stockade. 

Mrs. Busby has four little cniidren and 
is in destitute circumstances. She has no 
money to pay her board and is physically 
unabie to work. Busby may be prosecuted

AND ROOM RENT 


He Is Arraigned in Police Court for 
Striking His Landlady, 


RECORDER GIVES HIM A ROAST 


While He Was Not Legally Guilty He 
Acted Very Badly. 


STATE WARRANT WILL BE SWORN OUT 


The Row Between W. A. Cones and 
Mrs. Prudence Rolston Aired 
in the Police Court. 


W. A. Cones, the man who was charged 
with @ssaulting his landlady, Mrs. Pru- 
dence Rolston, was not fined in Me police 
court yesterday afternoon, but he was given 
a warm roast by the recorder for the way 
in which he had treated a poor widow. 

In deciding the case, Recorder Calhoun 
stated that while he did not believe the 
defendant legally guilty, as he had the right 
to move his things from the house, yet he 
thought the man had acted in a shabby 
manner in trying to beat a woman out of 
room rent. 

“He has sworn here that he owed the 
room rent,”’ said the recorder, ‘‘and all this 
talk about trying to offset the claim with 
a dead dog is rubbish.’’ 

The trial of Cones attracted considerable 
attention yesterday and occup‘ed nearly 
two hours. Cones was represented by Colo- 
nel B. F. Abbott and the prosecution was 
conducted by Mr. Davis. 

The facts in the case were about as pub- 
lished in The Constitution yesterdy morn- 
ing. Mrs. Rolston, who rents rooms at No. 
43 West Cain street, stated that she tried 
to collect $5 which Cones owed her for 
room rent and he refused to pay. saying 
that she owed him $5 for a dog of his which 
she had poisoned; that when he 
attempted to move away his 
things she tried to stop. him = and 
he assaulted her, beating her with his 
fist. Cones stated that he owed the money. 
but told her he would not pay it until she 
settled for a dog that she had poisoned. He 
did not strike Mrs. Rolston, but merely 
pushed her away when she attempted to 
tussle with his wife, who is not well. 

Recorder Roasts Cones. 
A negro drayman corroborated Cones, and 


by two other ladies. 

Reeorder Calhoun, in deciding the case, 
said he thought the defendant had a right 
to move his possessions, as he was only a 
tenant and not a boarder. He did not be- 
lieve there had becn anything more than a 
tussle over the trunks. 

“Cones is not legall guilty, in my opin- 
ion,’’ the recorder said, ‘‘but morally I wisn 
to say that he acted very badly in trying to 
leave the house without paying the woman. 
His attempt to offset the debt with a dead 
dog was all stuff, and he ought to feel 
ashamed of himself.’’ 

To the State Courts. 
While the case was dismissed in the po- 


' lice court, it will not be allowed to stop 


there, for Mr. Davis and his client left for 
a justice of the peace for the purpose of 
swearing out a warrant against Cones for 
assault and battery, and the matter will 
be taken into the state courts. 

So the unpaid board bill, the dead dog, 
with an additional feature in the shape of 
an alleged broken washstand, will play star 
parts in another trial in a higher court. 

Mrs. Rolston still feels greatly outraged 
at the manner in which she was treated. 
Cones so far has the best of the affair, hav- 
ing got away with all his effects, escaped 
a fine in the police court, and has failed to 
pay the rent due for the rooms. 

It may be added that the body of the al- 
leged dead dog has not yet been found.
